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“SNOOPING” IN MISSOURL 

It generally Lappens when. socicty and govern- 
ment are concerning themselves with trifles that 
great wrongs, abuses and possibly crimes are 
passing unchallenged. 

Missouri is not the only State in which an un- 
due proportion of the population is engaged in 
reviving old laws and in hunting out minor of- 
fenders under them, but it will take high rank 
among the commonwealths where this sort of 
thing is regarded as wise and applauded as 
righteous. : 

To meddle offensively with other people's affairs 
and to interfere in matters which are not the 
business of the intruder is called, colloquially, 
“snooping.” The persons who do this sort of 
thing are “snoopers,” of course. Some of our 
snoopers hold office and not a few of them hope 
io hold. office. 

Snoopers everywhere have one excellent argu- 
ment to fall back upon, which ts, in brief, that 
laws should be enforced or repealed, but, irreftita- 
ble. as is fhe snooper logic, we are to consider the 
fact that laws which have served their purpose 
cr been outgrown are rarely repeaied. The com- 
moner way is to ignore them. 

If the Amerfean people were io wake up some 
morning and find every law—nationa:, State and 
municipal—in force, most of them. would come 
to the conclusion that the country was uninhab- 
irable. Because it is undeniable that objectiona- 
bie laws ought to be repealed, it does not neces- 
sarily follow that there should be a -snooper in 
every block or that the snoopers should under- 
teke to enforce them. A bad snooper and a bad 
law make an offensive combination. 

That there are bad snoopers will be denied. by 
snoopers themselves, of course. You" genuine 
snooper is apt to be of the holier-than-thou per- 
suasion. Sometimes he is fanatical; sometimes 
he is malicious: sometimes he is grasping and 
greedy, and sometimes he is only mischievous 
and vexatious. He is bad in any case. 

When the snooper chances to to in office, how- 
ever, he is likely to be dangerous as well as bad. 
Once infected with the snooping mania, an officer 
can see a gnat on a barn door and never see 
the door. He can find a surreptitious glass of 
beer or a Sunday shave a mile away and miss 
a housebreaker or a highwayman within striking 
distance. Great evils and great criminals rise 
and flourish where the snooper thrives. 

Snooping’s most vicious fault is that it gives 
many good people a false sense of security. The 
snooper makes so much commotion that he con- 
veys the impression that all of the important 
offenders have been put out of business and that 
nothing remains but the cleaning up of the little 
fellows preparatory to the millenium. This helps 
the gluttons of wrongdoing and only makes the 
starvelings miserable. 


In high places the snooper may be despotically 
inclined, or he may be ambitious, or he may be 
merely a pharisee thanking God that he is not 
as other men are. Dead letter laws are victuals 
and drink for such as he. They enable him to 
compound for the sins that he is inclined to— 
perhaps grievous ones—by condemning and pun- 
ishing those he has no mind to. Because he is 
virtuous so far as pastry and malt are concerned, 
there shall be no more cakes and ale. 

Since trifles make the sum of human things 
in the estimation of the man who snoops, the 
snoopers, who never did pay much attention to 
serious business, are now in full cry after the 
poor devil who violates the blue laws, and they 
are going to get him if it tates all winter, and if 
the sheriffs, the constabulary, the police and the 
courts find no time for anything else in the in- 
terim. 

Wherefore we are moved to remark that snoop- 
ing, especially snooping wher it nears the little 
end of the horn, is unprofitable and that there 
is altogether too much of it in Missouri. 
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MERE MILLIONAIRES. 

There is some defense for our modern ‘‘mere 
millionaires,” whom Archbishop Glennon justly 
assails. To be sure, as he observes, there are 
higher and better aims than to make money and 
be a millionaire; but is it’ not true also that 
mere makers of money are in a sense necessary 
evils? 

If there are to be great industries there must 
be heads of them: Such heads are ordinarily 
developed through a process of narrow concentra- 
tion upon cold business principles. Men whose 
thoughts and activities are consumed by humani- 
(arian, philanthropic, moral or religious purposes 
do not develop money brains. _Bankers, mer- 
chants and manufacturers arrive at capacity 
through the same specialization and singleness of 
devotion that account for physicians and en- 
gineers. They are absorbed in perfecting means 
of money making. 


We cannot avolish them without demolishing 
to a considerable extent ‘the elaborate means and 
processes which their various specializations have 
devised and constructed. In a way their schemes 
embrace and sustain ourselves, the community, 
precisely as they are dependent upon the rest of 
us for maintenance and strength. 

An infusion of morals into the system of money 
making cannot be achieved by mere persuasion, 
but, on the other hand, a sheer unmitigated hos- 
tility is not the Kind of force which can be used 
with effect. Instead of forever preaching at the 
captains of industry, would it not be betteF occa- 
sionally to preach to them? 

The present is a time that particularly illu- 
mines the community of interest between the 
industrial commanders and the industrial pri- 
vates, a time that calls for a high quality of gen- 
eralship as well as esprit de corps, when even 
reform” must be cautious lest it cause a great- 
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er deterioration and disruption than genuine 
good to the greatest number. Yet it is atime 
eminently fitting for the exercise of suasion, a 
time when men high and low: pause to consider, 
when they are amenable to reason and even to 
exhortation. 

It is a time illustrating especially the mistakes 
of mere millionaires and leaders in the sphere 
of finance and business, but it appears to show 
as well the mistakes of reformers who did not 
discriminate. : 
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REFRESHING SENATOR STONE’S MEMORY. 

Senator Stone’s-remark in a letter to a Jasper 
County friend that he knew of no reason why an 
exception should he made in his case to the_Mis- 
scuri rule of giving two terms to a Senator was 
unfortunate. It indicated an impairment of the 
Senator's memory. The Post-Dispatch will re- 
fresh his memory with a few convincing reasons: 

1. Because in the disguise of a friend of the 
people and the representative of a sham public 
health society he lobbied for the Baking Powder 
Trast against the repeal of its infamous pure food 
law. In their efforts to aid Stone in preventing 
the repeal of this trust-promoting law, the agents

MORGAN IN THE € ' DDLE. 

Mr. Roosevelt does not hesitate to admit that 
he knows next to nothing about finance. This 
in equivalent to saying that he is unable to cope 
with the first real crisis that has presented itself 
in his presidential career, 

That Mr. Roosevelt knows nothing about 
finances and haz no conception of the gravity of 
administrative responsibilties in this respéct, 
was shown in his selection for the Treasury port- 
folio of a clerk whose knowledge and experience 
of money affairs were confined to levying cam- 
paign contributions from corporations. 

Consequently .the country is now confronting 
the spectacle of Pierpont Morgan virtually taking

Considering the influence amounting to author- 
ity which Mr. Morgan manifestly exercises, and 
taking into account his training, experience, large 
personal interests and the strength of his asso- 
ciations, the conclusion {is irresistible that the 
country will be “saved” from the New York 
viewpoint if at all. Wall street’s nearly exclu-

Judge Henry W. Bond, who resigned from. the 
“t. Louis Court of Appeais: {fhe salary of Judges 
in the West is so appallingly ~— that the Judge, 
whose sole thought and desire 1& to chase the bird of 
truth until he catches it, cannot give his time to his 
legal study and delving with a whole heart. He must 
chase the bird and when he catches it he must release 
it, only to take up-the chase again. When he Is not 
properly provided for in material things by an appro- 
priate salary he cannot do his work as he should. On 
the Court of Appeals bench, where there is no such 
pension as is provided in the Federa! courts, the jurist 
is-as isolated as if. he had entered the priesthood. 
Judge Brace of Monrde County and Judge Sherwood, 
who have spent their best years in shedding their le- 
gal luster broadcast, are now turned into the world 
to starve or begin digging as the young lawyer seek- 
ing his first client.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Represen:- 
ative Bennet of New York is on the 
ocean, bound for Siclly and the south- 
ern part of the Italian peniusula, where 
he will try to get some facts for the 
use of Congress concerning the reasons 
why we get a certain percentage, rath- 
ex’ a large percentage, it is claimed, of 
undesirable Italian emigration. When 
Mr. Benfiet turng in his report it may 
have some bearing on the “Black Hand’’ 
activities which are just now alarming 
certain centers of our Western civiliza- 
tion. 

The New York representative is a 
member of the congressional commis- 
sion, appointed at the last session; to 
go abroad to study the question of im- 
migration with special] reference to the 
methods of steamship agerts and for- 
eign schemers to foster the departurs 
for America of a class from which 
“good”’ Ameritan -«itszens ure not ob- 
tainable. The other members of the 
commission are Senators Iodge of Ms- 
sachusetts, Dillingham of Vermont, Lat- 
imer of South Carolina and Representa. 
tives Howell of New Jersey and Burnett 
of Alabama. 

All Abroad but Lodge. 


All of tke members of the commission 
went abroad during the summer excey: 
Senator Lodge, who had political mat- 
ters to look after in Massachusetts, and 
who, as his share of the commission's 
work, undertook the inspection of the 
immigrant stations on this side of the 
Atlantic. 

Representative Bennett has gone to 
Sicily and to other parts of Italy well 
to the south for the purpose of making 
a special study there of conditions, be- 
cause there is a general: belief that 
Southern Italy as a source of citizenship 
for the United States can best bear 
watching. 

- During the. summer Senator Dilling- 
ham studied. the situation in Austro- 
Hungary and in Russia. Senator Lati- 
mer and Representatives Howell and 
Burnet carried pn their investigations !n 
the north of Italy, France and Switz- 
erland, Germany, Holland and Belgium, 
while Representative Bennet’ visited 
Greece, Turkey and Roumania. All the 
members of the commission met in 
Southern Italy late in the season and 
made some investigations collectively. 
Representative Bennet has gone back to 
the real focal point to make some more. 


Congress Fears Question. 

congress has never wanted to legis- 
late drastically in an attempt to solve 
the “undesirable immigrant” problem. 
The appointment of a commission to in- 
vestigate matters and to report to Con- 
gress has been called a compromise, an 
act of cowardice, or an act of procrasti- 
nation, according to the viewpoint of 
those who have attempted to give the 
act @ name. 

An immigration bl went through 
Congress last year. The clause which 
would have kept 99 per cent of undesir- 
able aliens out of the country was 
omitted from tHe bill. It was the read- 
ing and writing clause. It was recog- 
nized that the European classes which 
have furnished the best citizen-making 
matertal would not be barred in the fu- 
ture by the illiteracy provision, and it 
was recognized also that the provision 
would keep out certain Huropeans who, 
the records show, have not added much, 
to put it mildly, to the standard of 


American life. 
May Adopt lLlliterate Clause. 

If the commission, when {it finally 
makes its report should recommend that 
illiterates be barred, Congress may act, 
for then it wil: have excuse for action: 
There were many representatives last 
year who believed thoroughly in the 
wisdom of debarring {lliterates, but who 
welcomed the chance to postpone the 
day of final affirmative action.

MILLIONAIRES IN

Bound by the ties of mutual poverty 
and hardships, these two men began 
in the lumber business fifteen years ago. 
Together they fought the struggle 
against adversity, standing loyally to- 
gether. And then, with the golden 
stream that poured in upon them, came 
jealousies and avarice, suspicion and at 
last an open quarrel and a declaration 
of war. 

Each man struggled in court.and out 
of it for the greater share of the vast 
business they had built together, until it 
reached into a dozen towns of the 
Southwest.

Clio has 300 inhabitants and about 100 
houses, all which are owned by the 
Bluff City LunBer Co. York and Ruth 
erford were equal partners in this busi- 
ness until a year ago, when York’s 
son, Robert York, came from cellege 
and was put into the business by his 
father. 

It said that York, the father, 
planned to oust Rutherford and make 
his son the master of the business. 

Be that as it»may, York secretly se- 
cured 54 of the 100 shares of stock and 
held a meeting of stockholders unknown 
to Rutherford as president and put him- 
self in, with his son as secretary and 
treasurer.

This created the first hard feeling be- 
tween Rutherford and York. 

York and his son and Bert’ McCart- 
ney, superintendent of the big mill at 
Clio, organized the Grant Lumber Co. 
and built a sawmill at Grant, four miles 
from Clio. A few months ago Ruther- 
ford Went into. the Chancery Court and 
asked for a receiver for the Bluff City 
Lumber Co.,, and that its affairs be 
wound up. Judge John M. Elliott, 
knowing intimately both men, appointed 
each of them a receiver, to work to- 
gether in closing up their business af- 
fairs and told them in court to not let 
the son, Robert York, interfere between 
them, because he;had been the bone of 
contention.

Rutherford reported to the Court a lit- 
tle later, that lumber owned by the 
Bluff City company, in which he was 
interested, was being secretly shipped 
over to the Grant mill, in which he 
was not interested, and was being sold 
from there. 


Rutherford ousted McCartney as man- 
ager of the Bluff City Lumber Co. and 
installed Tom Godfrey in his place, and 
put in as telegraph operator at Clio 
Clarence L. Bush. :

Godfrey and Bush were both import- 
ed from the lumber districts of Louisi- 
ana especially to look after Ruther- 
ford’s interests at Clio. Both of them 
were Courageous men.

Godfrey, it is said, had killed three 
men in Louisiana, one of them his own 
brother-in-law.

A man 
whose two sons were in the habit of 
playing marbles each evening between 
the store and railroad tracks were told 
to keep his boys at home that night 
unless he wanted them killed.

refuses to surrender them. 

The trust company’s books show 
also that, against an apparent $354,- 
045.52 credit, the Brooklyn Bank

BERLIN, Nov. 3%.—The spirit of 
Christmas is abread. The whole city is 
in gala dress, even to the homes of the 
poorest class. For in Germany Christ- 
mas is a time for all to celebrate and 
make merry. 

The schools are closed for two weeks, 
and even the pursuit of art is dropped 
as the advent of Canta Claus ap- 
proaches. Berlin is given a respite from 
the hammering pianos, wailing violins 
and shrieking voices. 

At night this city is a fairyland of 
blaze and color and all Berlin seems to 
be on the streets. And the children are 
in their full glory.

He undertook 
this diet to disprove a Board of Health 
flatement that peanuts were injurious. 

Kl am now doing .the best mental 
work of my career,’’ says Dr. Allen. ‘‘As 
for physic al exertion, I walk every day 
and have turned off 10 miles on the road 
without exhaustion, I feel capable of 
more sustained exertion than I have 
ever performed before, and on the thir- 
tieth day of my peanut diet I am posi- 
tive that I have demonstrated the 
soundness of my theory. 

‘But. there is one thing that should be 
understood. I drink between two and 
three quarts of lemonade a day. I do 
not think I could keep this up if I did 
not. The first. week of my experiment I 
lost 10 pounds, and since that time I 
have been slowly gaining. I not only 
believe I will keep this up to the 60-day 
limit, but I think I shall continue it after 
the 60 days, but I shall supplement it 
with a diet of fruits of some kind. 


Cooking Spoils Peanuts. 

“I am firmly convinced ‘that an ideal 
diet can be produced by combining the 
nutritive qualities of the peanut with 
wheat. If we could eliminate the starch 
entirely. from our foods we should have 
an ideal combination. Starch is foreign 
io the humangsystem. Peanuts, to con- 
stitute the chief article of a man’s diet, 
should not be cooked. If they, are 
cooked it coagtilates the albumen and 
they are practically poisonous, as albu- 
men wheh it is coagulated becomes in- 
scluble in water and is indigestible. 

. “The greatest mistake we Americans 
make is in mixing up our various arti- 
cles of food as we do. For instance, 
strawberries and am is a bad combi- 
nation, as is any kind of fruits with 
milk or cream. The experience _ of ages 
has proved that a monodiet fs the best 
thing.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—With Pros- 
ecutor and prisoner in tears, the sum- 
ming up in the Bradley trial today war 
most dramatic. Assistant District At- 
torney Charles H. Turner, who opened 
for the Government, was not slow i 
“plunging into his argument to prov 
thet ‘Mrs. Annie M. bradley’s killing of 
Eix-Senator Brown was willfvl murder. 

Mr. Turner seemed strangely affected. 
but cofitrolied himself for a time. Then 
happening to glance at the prisoner, he 
broke down completely, and with tears 
in his eyes abruptly took his seat and 
'gphaded his face wita his hands. 

The court proceedings came to a ful! 
stop for five minutes, during which sev- 
eral persons, principally the women 
spectators, plainly showed emotion. 

As the situation was growing mos‘ 
embarrassing: Justice Stafford evidently 
being in a quandary as to what to do. 
Mr. Turner, who had been forced to re- 
tire from the courtroom, regained h’s 
composure. returned and resumed bis 
address to the jury. 

While*he was describing the killing 
of Brown an attendant delivered to him 
@ small package containing the Pistol 
that Was used by Mrs..Brailey. 

‘Sobs at Sight of Pistol. 


She recognized the weapon as it wa:« 
pe Mae &nd placed near the speak. 
. Bhe lowered her head and her frame 
pee shaken by a convulaive sob. Clos. 
ing her eyes,.she remairsd as if in a 
stupor, oily occasionally looking toward 
the jury and watchine cheir faces. 
“Mer. Turner insisted that the jury 
ehould cast aside all -entiment and treat 
the case exactly as if a man had done 
the shooting. He exhibited the pistol! 
to the jury, together with the handbag 
in which'it had been carried from Salt 
Lake City. 
“Mr. Turner declared that Clarence 
Bradley was not a bad husband and 
that Mrs. Bradley should not have been 
unhappy with him. The case, he said, 
Was Worse than a scandal and a stench. 
It is a pretty dangerous woman, he 
asserted, that thinks a man who is 
not her husband is more’ sacred than 
does his,wife. He did not care whether 
she was brilliant or not. 

“When we take God's law in our 
; hands,” he gaid, “‘we become pretty dan. 
gerous creatures.” 

i Efforta to Force Divorce 

He fecailed Mrs. Bradley's efforts to 
‘induce Senator Grown to procure a di- 
voroe from his wife at a time when the 
wife was stricken with cancer, and said 
that that act irivolved cruelty even 
gfireater than that shown in the shooting 
of Mr. Brown. 

He referred to the ‘ea tiey affair as 
“this: © case.”"" He ridiculed the 
idea that the defendant had had. sepsis. 

Mr. Tuner concluded at 12:10 py, m.

p Was that of a sahe person, delib- 

tely planned. Rvubert Wells the 
opened for the defense.

Traffic will 
be forced to seek other outlets; business 
other locations. 

“To mauy parts of the West, St. Louis 
is as convenient anc as easily reached 
as Chicago. From there to New Orleans 
is the Mississippi. Down the river uow 
they float flatboats, unwieldy, awkward 
and inadequate. You see steamers con- 
veying tows of these vld-time ‘broad 
horns’ carrying cargoes too small to be 
profitable. Can you imagine the effect 
of fleets of modern steel barges carry- 
ing thousands of bushels of grain run- 
ning down a 14-foot channel in the Mis- 
sissippi? 

Unparalleled Growth. 


“The internal growth of the United 
States in population, in manufacture, 
in agricultural products is unparaileled, 
In 26 years, in the country west of the 
Mississippi, an immense 
sprung into existence, a dozen states 
have been added to tl.e Union. It has 
yielded each year an immense addition 
to the country’s wealth. Yet in that 
same length of time how many new 
trunk lines of raliroad have been built 
between the Mississippi and the: Atlan- 
tics? A number of little local lines you 
may name, but not one main artery of 
traffic is there which did not exist 25 
years ago. Transportation is the life 
blood of trade. Without it all your 
preducts would rot in stagnation. 

“The products of the West are bound 
to reach their markets. Therefore, if 
they are blocked and overtaxed on their 
way through New York they will find 
new channels for themselves. 

“The tax imposed upon business in 
New York is enormous. Your real es- 
tate, your doc]ls, your means of com- 
munication, are all burdened with heavy 
charges. Your budget this year is about 
$140,000,000. That is more than the cost 
of running thé Federal Government be- 
fore the Civil War. 

The Price to Live. 

“The price to live and to do business 
in New York is’ growing beyond the 
ability of the people to stand. They 
will be forced to go elsewhere, seeking 
places where the cost is more reason- 
able. It is easy to disintegrate com- 
merce—much easier than to concentrate 
it. What has taken years to establish 
may be lost quickly. 

“Traffic cannot be dammed up. It 
will seek an outlet somewhere by go- 
ing around the edges or making for 
itself entirely new channels. The 
enormous products of this country 
flow outward toward the markets of 
the East and Europe. They moved 
toward New York only to find two 
great obstacles—delay in transit and 
high cost. 

The Measure of Prosperity. 

“The measure of prosperity is the 
ease and certainty with which com- 
modities‘may be moved. What must 
be the effect, then, on the producer 
and shipper of the West to encounter 
in the autumn a blockade at Buffalo 
that holds up his products for days 
and weeks? The boats on the great 
lakes bear down their cargoes from 
the Northwest only to find that short 
stretch between Buffalo and the sea- 
board is blocked. The shipper in- 
quires for how long. He is told that 
the delay will be for two weeks any- 
way, and how much longer no one can 
say, 

“From the prairies to Liverpool the 
average time required for shipment of 
grain is 4) days. Twenty, and some- 
times 25, days of that time are con- 
sumed in covering the short distance 
between Buffalo and New York. The 
result of this has been to compel the 
grain buyers in the Northwest to make 
their purchases on the basis of carrv- 
ing the grain in shortage until spring 
and the farmers have been campelled 
to suffer the loss. 

“There is another outlet for the West 
possible of @evelopment besides New 
York and the Mississipp!. 1t is through 
Canada, down the St. Lawrence, and 
the other down the Mississippi to New 
Orleans. The distance by water route 
fromt he head of the lakes to Montrce!l 
fs 15 miles shorter than to Buffalo.

“Men Beat Policeman. 

Indignant men, roused by the situa- 
tion, beat with heavy canes the head of 
ones of the many stupid policemen who 
were blindly obeying orders and pre- 
venting persons from climbing — the 
fence to thereby relieve the pressure of 
& panic-stricken crowd that was crush- 
ing men and women breathless. 

When the first half of the game end- 
ed, thousands of persons in front left 
their seats on the stands and descended 
to the wide promenade in front of the 
boxes to scan the stupendous gathering 
of social and official notables. 

The crowds from the stands, started 
in both directions and met ih front 
of the box in which was Miss Roose- 
velt. The colliding masses came to & 
standstill while the crowds at each end 
continued to push forward. The result 
was that the pressjire became danger- 
our. At first there was a mild protest, 
but soon Women and girls caught In ths 
crush began to scream because of the 
pain they Were enduring. Then came 
cries of “Climb over the fence. But on 
the other side of the fence was a line 
of policemen. They would not permit 
anyone to climb the fence.

Notwithstanding that.this gift to edu- 
cation—vast as it is—will leave him still 
nearly $2,000,000 in land and securities, 
he reserves to himself in the deed of 
transfer, the right during his lifetime 
or until he relinquishes such right,. to 
control all the property and stocks given 
to the school.

Upholds Manwal Labor. 

“For many years,” he, says, “I have 
been impressed with the fact that 
too little attention is given tne instruc- 
tion of boys in the mechanicaj: trades, 
and that public schools and other: free 
educational institutions have a tender ' 
cy to create in the minds of the young, 
as well as in the community, a preju- 
dice against manual labor, and the idea 
that common work- igs not respectable, 
so that a false impression ahd a false 
pride often influence boys tg avoid the 
mechanical trades 12 which they might 
have succeeded, in order to follow pur- 
suits for which they are unfitted and 
branches which are overcrowded. 

“I am satisfied that there is a needs} 
of an institution, the object of which 
shall be instruction in the ordinary me- 
chanical trades, and in which boys 
especially may be taught the dignity 
of labor.’”’ 

Plain, Simple Teaching Is Aim, 

The object of his school, Mr. Ranken 
declares, will not be higher education, 
“but plain, simple instruction in trades 


such as that of carpenter, cabinetmak- 
er, plumber, brick and stone mason and 
blacksmith.’’ 

As the school is largely experimental, 
he says, the authority which he gives 
the trustees may be withdrawn or cur- 
tailed by him at any time. He reserves 
also the privilege of making changes 
in the membership of the board or in 
the conduct of the school. 

The school will be built on Newstead 
avenue, between Finney and Cook ave- 
nues. The site is one of the pieces of 
property which Mr. Ranken has con- 
veyed. He specifies in the deed that 
the school always shall be known as 
the David Ranken Jr. School of Me- 
chanical Trades, and that it forever 
shall remain on this property.

LONDON, Nov. 30.—Business on the 
Léndon Stock Exchange, which was 
enormously inflated by the South Af- 
rican boom, has been going steadily 
from bad to worse ever since that fraud 
was exploded, has now received a final 
Llow in consequence of the American 
financial crisis. Business on the ex- 
cl.ange is practically at a standstill. Oid- 
established firms are shutting up their 
places, while a large proportion of the 
brokers are absolutely stranded, and 
are looking around for any kind of 
work. 

The London papers are discussing the 
case of a broker who was a prominent 
inember of the Stock Exchange three 
years ago, but who is now running a 
aint te at Putney.

LONDON, Nov. 30.—When the trial 
of the famous Druce case is resumed 
tomorrow, new and important testi- 
mony will be introduced to show that 
the mysterious “T. C.° Druce,"’” who 
Was-.the character on which Dickens’ 
novel, Edwin Drood, was founded, was 
in reality the fifth Duke of Portland. 

The prosecution '§  stoutly 
that “Druce” for many years concealed 
his’ real identity from many persons 
With whom he came in contact and 
that+he led a dual life.

Discipline Committee of Wash. 
ington University iaculty voted yester- 
day to put on probation all of the mem- 
bers of the sophomore class who recent- 
ly confessed that they had taken pari 


chemical throwing in the freshman 
sophomore class rush some weeks azo. 

This action by the committee affects 
82 students. They will be expelled sum- 
marily if they participate in any more 
class fights or ‘‘rough houses” during 
this school year. 

In the class struggle which caused the 
trouble a number of the sophomores 
threw carbon bisulphide into the ban- 
quet hal] where the rush occurred. A 
quantity of {it was thrown into the eyes 
of Francis Nipher Jr., son of Dr. Fran.- 
cls Nipher of the W. U. faculty. NI- 
pher was not seriously injured, but the 
indignation of the faculty at the whole 
uffair was great. 

Morton Admits His Guilt. 

Stratford Morton, 5818 Cates avenue, 
admitted to Dr. Nipher that he proba. 
bly was the one who had thrown the 
liquid which had gone into young Ni- 
pher's eyes, and apologized. Dr. Ni- 
pher, however, was aroused. 

A few days later, Morton’s father, R. 
lL. Morton of the Norvell-Shapleigh 
Hardware Co., received a note saying 
his son had,been asked to leave the 
university. In the note Chancellor 
Snow explained, bowever, that Morton 
Was no more guilty than many others. 


Students Against Faculty. 

The students also were aroused at 
Morton’s suspension, especially as he 
was Wl at bis home and was not grant- 
ed a hearing by the Discipline Commit- 
tee. The students appealed to the Chan- 





ceilor to have Morton reinstated, but 
be refused. 

Morton then askea chat the Chancellor 
make some public acknowledgement of 
the fact that Morton was no more cul- 
pable than the others to prevent, as 
Morton said: “People thinking that 
am the only rowdy in the class.” The 
Chancellor replied to the request that 
Morton was “not being punished for 
the sins of any other persons, but for his 
own,” 

Then Morton, on asking why no others 
were punished, received the answer that 
there was no evidence against any of the 
other sophomores. 

The student body, which is controled 
by the seniors, then called a meeting of 
all students, and extreme measures wer: 
proposed to effect Morton's reinstate- 
ment. At one time it looked as if the 
entire sophomore class would withdraw 
from the university. 

Other counsels prevailed finally, an? 
it was agreed that all the sophomores 
who had had a part {n the chemica’ 
throwing would confess to the faculty. 

Accordingly, 32 written confessins wer 
handed to Chancellor Snow, with the re 
quest that al! the students confessine 
be treated like Morton, or that Morton 
be reinstated. Chancellor Snow re- 
turned his same answer, ‘‘The incident 
is closed. "’ 

Student Paper Takes It Up. 

As no recognition was given the con- 
fessions, a warm criticising article ap- 
neared in Student Life, the weekly stu- 
dent paper, denouncing the unjust man 
ner in which Morton had been treate” 
and asking the faculty to take cogni- 
gance of the 32 conféssions. 

The only action the faculty took was 
to put the 32 on probation. This mav 
prove to be a serious penalty. inasmuch 
as the annual fresh-sophomore flag is 
due tn three weeks. 

Chancellor Snow will say gothing to 
Class members to indicate the faculty's 
position except ‘‘the incident is closed.”

BY SOWING SEED IN SNOW 


Century Before Barren Area Is Cov- 
ered Again by Mature 


Yellow Pine. 

DEADWOOD, 8. D., Nov. 30.—In car- 
rying out the policy of President Roosc- 
velt and Chief Forester Gifford Pinchot, 
some important work is to be accom- 
plished on the Black Hills national! for- 
est this coming year. 

The Black Hills national forest, rated 
ae one of the most important in the 
West, contains 1,209,000 acres of timber 
land, many portions of which have been 
denuded. ‘These will all be reseeded 
bv scattering on top of the last spring 
snow the seed of the yellow pine, the 
only kind that will grow here, and per- 
mitting it to find a wet bed when the 
snow melts. 

It will require a century for these 


seeds to grow into matured _ timber, 
while in some sections of California it 
requires but 10 years to grow a tree.

House of Delegates will end some day, 
{ suppose,’’ said Delegate Tirre. ‘‘Gran 
juries will get a new subject, perhaps, 
and then somebody else will have to be 
the butt. 

“So far as I am concerned, the criti- 
cisms of the so-called ‘combine’ dont 
carry much weight. I am going to re- 
main in the majority until I am con 
vinced that its members are dishones: 
and bound together for dishonest pur 
poses. I don’t believe that is the case 
now.” 

“I don’t intend to criticise the grand 
jury or anyone else,’ said W. J. Bren 
nan. “I only have to say that the 
charges are pretty general. Gran’ 
i juries are not always free from: mis 
takes.”’ 

Iuvestigation Will Continue. 

The December grand jury, which wiil 
‘ontinue to investigate charges of cor- 
ruption in municipal offices, will con- 
vene tomorrow. Circuit Attorney Sager 
has already announced that he will 
bring before the new grand jury al! 
the witnesses and evidence used to ob 
tain indictments against Delegates War. 
ner and Priesmeyer in connection with 
the passage of the Ascher garage bill 
through the House of Delegates, fol- 
lowing Henry Ascher’s alleged pay- 
ment of $300 to Priesmeyer. 

These Delegates -ere indicted and 
went to trial, but the case against them 
vas ended on a nolle prosequl entere: 
by Sager. He gave as his reason his 
lack of confidence in the jury panel 
summoned. 

Would Abolish Delegates. 

The October grand jury denounced th: 
{ouse of Delegates as a “menace to d: 
cency, order and good government, ane 
a disgrace to the citizenship of St 
louis.’”’ The report strongly recommend 
the House of Dele 
gates and the creation of a commission 
or a single legislative body, to be com- 
nosed of men of high political ideals. 

The Council is complimented as- a 
body whose members are honestly en 
deavoring to serve the public, but the 
zrand jury declares that the majority 
of the members of the House are ‘‘per- 
sonally possessed of neither the char- 
acter nor the ability to qualify them 
for the discharge of their duties.’’ 

That the grand jurors were neither 
nollycoddles .nor milksops when it 
comes to dealing in words is eviden: 
from the following: “It is a regrettah’e 
and lamentable fact that those member: 
who have the capacity and are disposed 
‘9 render honorable public service are 
in a hopeless minority, subject to the 
fibes, taunts and billingsgate of those 
vho control. 

Combine of Dishonest Intent. 
‘We are confident that this majority 
(the combine) was not organized to 
‘urther any legitimate politica] oO} 
narliamentary policy, but for ulterior 
uurposes, Which have justly brought re 
roach. upon the entire membership.” 
The House was scored for sclecting 


officers who are characterized by the 
grand jury as unfit for any publie or 
private trust. This language is direct- 
ed particularly at Daniel E. Naugh- 
ton, the assistant clerk of the House. 
who is alleged to have carried the 
five $100 bills, said to have teen paid 
to Priesmeyer at the direction of 
Warner, from the chamber of the 
House to Sam Welsman, a tailor, who 
deposited them in the City Nationa] 
Bank, Naughton {fs severely  con- 
demned for running away from the 
grand jury, finally returning with an 
attorney and standing on his const}- 
tutional rights, and refusing to tel] 
where he got the money. Another 
‘fficer of the House ts also designated 
as unfit for his duties. 

The grand jury gives saloon keep- 
ers a tip that unless they keep out 
of politics they may look for State 
prohibition which will sweep them al} 
eut of existence. Saloon men are told 
that inactivity in politics is the only 
thing that will save. their heads from 
the prohibition gillotine.

CHICAGO, Nov. %.—Evidence that 
$2,570,595 was deposited to the credit 
of John R. Walsh's private enterprises, 
was brought out in the trial of the 
former president of the Chicago Na- 
tional Bank before Judge Anderson in 
the United States District Court today. 
Attorneys for the Government contend- 
ed that these amounts were wrongfully 
diverted from the funds of the insti- 
tution.

When Report Comes in Man Is

Scene of Disturbance. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 30.—Gary, Ind., the 
Steel Corporation's new town, has solved 
the problem of sending a man to Jail. 
It takes the Jail to the man. 

Like all thriving new cities, Gary has 
its proper proportion of common 
“drunks.” And to care adequately for 
these individuals, the Gary authorities 
have ‘‘established’’ a portable Jail. 

Suppose the report comes in that 
there is a man drunk on Broadway. 
Send an officer? Well, not much. They 
hitch -the horses to the Jail and cart it 
down there. The portable Jail is on 
heavy wheels. The inmates have com- 
plained of the flat wheels, but the au- 
thorities insist it does not matter be- 
cause the sand softens -the tire. 

All that is needed now-is a portable 
‘| bondsman and a portable magistrate.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 30.—After W 
years of experimenting with Latins and 
other foreign laborers, big manufac- 
turers have finally decided they are a 
failure. As fast as possible they will 
be displaced by English-speaking labor- 
érs, even at higher wages. The change 
will work a revolution and cannot, be 
made at once, but it is bound to come 
sooner at later. 

Already 100,000 foreigners have been 
laid off by the United States Steel Cor- 
poration and other great industries in 
the Pittsburg district. Of these, thou- 
sands have left for MBurope, never to 
return. The others will have to accept 
labor of the lowest and hardest kind to 
earn a livelihood. 

Too Many Holidays. 

Reasons for the displacement of the 
foreign laborers are few, but they are 
such as to demand consideration and ac- 
tion by the great manufacturing con- 
cerns. As laborers, they don’t pay. An 
intelligent English-speaking workman, 
even at an increase in. wages of 25 cents 
or more per day, is cheaper. Another 
reason is that they have too many holi- 
days. In addition to Sundays and the 
holidays observed by Americans, the 
calendar of the Magyar contains 78 feast 
days. These are all occasions of re- 
joicing, when no work is done. 

At the Pressed Steel Car Co. works, 
‘without warning, fully 6000 foreigners 
laid off to celebrate a feast. This re- 
sulted in closing fully two-thirds of the 
entire works. Resulting from this was 
a kick from American workmen at the 
enforced idleness, with consequent loss 
of pay. The feast lasted several days. 
The experience of the Pressed Steel Car 
Co. is that of hundreds of others. 

Every wedding in the colony its the 
eceasion for a prolonged jollification. 
The coal mining companies suffer most 
from this annoyance. The entire town 
helps to celebrate, and often the drunk 
—for that is what it amounts to—lasts 
for a week. 

Replaced by Negroes. 

Another gréat season is that the men 
have outlived their usefulness. Import- 
ed to America originaily as strike-break- 
ers in the coke regions, they were use- 
ful for this purpose for years. Then it 
was discovered of the foreigner that, 
among the first lessons he learned was 
how to strike. This led to the lesson 
that a Southern negro could be used to 
break the foreigners’ strike and 
though just as lawless, he could speak 
English and could soon be taught to 
take the place of the skilled workman. 

In mills in the Pittsburg district today 
Southern negroes are working as heat- 
ers and rollers, jobs that pay from $8 to 
$20 a day. The negro will do the same

‘‘o.—an institution solvent on paper, but 
nuable to mect cash demands. Stripped 
of its principal asset, the confidence of 
its depositors, it passed into the hands 
receivers. Then eame the first of 
“he long list of tragedies. 

Charlies T. Barney was president of 
the Knickerbocker. One by one the in- 
rlitutions allied with this trust company 
suspended payment. When the Clear- 
ing House committee met to evolve a 
plan ‘to meet the crisis, they imposed 
one condition. Barney and his stripe of 
fmanciers must go. A few days later 
his resignation was presented to the 
innickerbocker directors. While his law- 
yers were trying to straighten eut his 
tongled financial affairs, Barney shot 
himself to death in his bedroom. 

Speculation and Peculation,

LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 30.—An effort is 
being made to root out: nepotism, so 
long in practice at the Nebraska State 
Capitol. The agitation was begun under 
the present administration, and is said 
to have the moral support of Gov. Shel- 
don. So popular is the movement that 
there is talk of incorporating pianks in 
the platforms of.al!l the political parties 
at their next conventions declaring op- 
position to a system which has flour- 
ished among State officers almost since 
Nebraska became a State. 

Some years ago a warfare was de- 
clared on nepotism, and it had its effect 
for a time. It was totally abolished so 
far as the Governor's office was con- 
cerned, but Gov. Mickey revived the cus- 
tom when he entered office five years 
ago by appointing his son to a clerkship, 
and his colleagues in the Statehouse 
were not long in following his example. 

“Relatives Cause Harmony.” 

Aside from Gov. Sheldon and Attor- 
ney-General Thompson, every State of- 
ficer, it is asserted, has some relative 
working under his jurisdiction and 
drawing State pay. It is claimed in be- 
half of the practica.that the presence of 
relatives in the offices promotes har- 
mony and good nature. 

Land Commissioner Eaton, who, 
through his first term, was the only 
member of his family to draw State pay, 
decided to appoint his wife to a $100 a 
month clerkship, and another vacancy 
under his jurisdiction will be bestowed 
either on his brother or his brother’s 
wife. 

State School Superintendent McBrien 
had his wife on the pay roll, though she 
did the work at home. The nephew of 
State Railway Commissioner Winnett is 
employed in his office. Mrs. McKim is 
her husband’s assistant in the State 
Veterinarian’s office. Mrs. Carter draws 
the salary of stenographer for her hus- 
band. George L. Carter, Chief Game 
Warden. A brother of Auditor Searle 
has a good position. Secretary of State 
Junkin has had his son attached to his 


cently appointed another relative his 
stenographer. Treasurer Brian has an- 
nounced his intention of appointing his 
son to a clerkship the first of the year, 
replacing the young woman now there.

There are other minor places filled by 
relatives of those with authority to ap- 
point, but it is believed the limit has 
been reached, and that hereafter, under 
the prevailing agitation, there will be a 
dwindling. Superintendent McBrien, in 
fact. has announced that he displaced 
Mrs. McBrien. and that an outsider 
would take the vacated. position. 

Deputy Land Commissioner Shively, 
who will probably be a candidate to suc- 
ceed Commissioner Eaton, is reported 
to be out of harmony with his chief on 
the question of employing relatives. The 
same condition is said to exist in the 
Auditor’s office and the office of the 
State Superintendent of Schools, where 
in both instances the deputies are cred- 
ited with a desire to succeed to the of- 
fices.

Rewards aggregating $2000 are offered 
for the capture of the robbers who blew 
open @ vault and a safe in the bank of 
New Franklin, Ma., 188 miles west of St.

Wright Brothers Intimate Foreign 
Powers Expect Too. Much of 
__ the Fliers.

PARIS, Novy. 30.—The Wright brothers, 


aeronauts, Dayton, O., have failed to 
sell the secret of their aeroplane to any 
of the Powers with which they have 
been negotiating, it seems. Wilbur 
Wright is about to return to America, 
where his brother Orville is. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent vis- 
ited Wilbur at their manager's office, 
30 Avenue des Champs Elysee, and ques- 
tioneds him about the various rumors 
that they haye sold their flying machine 
to England or France or Germany or 
to the United States for use in war. 

‘‘When do you go to America?” the 
correspondent asked 

‘“T had expected to go long before 
this,” answered Wright, smiling quliz- 
zically. 

As always, he was taciturn, but he 
did say that governments demand an 
ideal flying machine, whereas those who 
best know flying machines and are most 
hopeful of their possibilities, best know 
their present limitations. 

Wright offers to make a conditional 
bargain with any government. He will 
guarantee to fly his aeroplane at a 
height beyond reach of any projectile, to 
carry two men in it, to fly in any weath- 
er, provided the wind’s speed is less 
than 25 miles an hour, and to make a 
complete circuit of 20 miles in the aero- 

The Wrights are regarded as most 
mysterious persons in Paris, but Wilbur 
Wright explained they remain silent ‘‘on 
principle.’’

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TEXAS PECAN CROP 
WORTH $1,000 0 


Returns of $400 to the Acre Being 
Garnered by the Nut Cullti- 
vators, 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov. 30.—A mil- 
lion dollars is approximately the value 
experts fix upon the pecan crop now 
being exported from this section -of 
Texas. One firm in this city, said to 
be the largest handlers of pecans in 
the world, estimate the crop already in 
sight at 600 ears in this section, and 
there will be 200 or more cars from other 
parts of Texas.. There are 24,000 pounds 
to @ car, and the cheaper grades bring 
from 5 cents to 6 cents a pound, and 
the higher grades as much as 10 cents 
and 12 cents a pound. 

The pecan is native to this section 
and grows to large size. Although the 
wild crop is still protiteble, pecan groves 
are being extensively planted. The 





trees dhe put 4 feet apart, or 47 to the 
acre. The first crop is.on an average of 
$* a tree, and thereafter for tlie next 
10 or 15 vears the value of the crop’ 
increases $1 a tree every year; $300 and 
$400 an acre are not uncommon returns, 
and the cror is easy and inexpensive to 
handle.

CHICAGO, Nov. 30.—War on the gam- 
blers here resulted, late this afternoon, 
in the indictment of 16 of the best- 
known gamblers in the city. Heading 
the list is James O'Leary, son of the 
Mrs. O'Leary whose historic cow 
kicked over the lamp which started the 
great Chicago fire in 1871. O'Leary has 
been the most notorious bookmaker in 
the city. His place at 4187 Halsted street, 
opposite the Transit House and the 
steckyards, has defied the police for 
years. 7 

Other big gamblers, notably John F. 
O'Malley and Mont Tennes, escaped in- 
dictment, although the latter's lieuten- 
‘ant, Horace Argo, was named in a true 
bill. The information upon which the 
indictments were returned was based 
upon a period of open gambling several 
months ago, a condition which has been 
partly suppressed since. 

‘The jury confessed it was unable to 


* get any evidence that warranted indict- 


ments of police or other public officials 
and in this it had the same experience 


as the October jury, which also trie 
and failed to uncover an underground 
connection between the gamblers and 
the police. 

O’Leary Heads the List.

Charles Felts, 263 Chicago avenue, 
two indictments.

Fail to Incriminate Police. 

In the report the grand jurors admit 
their failure to obtain evidence suffi- 
ciently strong upon which to base in- 
dictments in its investigation of ‘un al- 
leged corrupt arrangement between 
public officials and the gamblers.”” The 
investigation along this . line was 
thwarted, the report states, by inabpil- 
ity to obtain the attendance of wit- 
nesses In possession of important facts.

O’Leary is serious for him, as 
it may result in his third conviction, 
in which event he would be given a 
prison sentence.

Hunter’s, 2036 Wabash avenue; Pat 
CG’ Malley’s, Polk and Clark streets, and 
John McCarthy’s, 3538 Halsted street.

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no favors of the officials, and none has 
been granted me that would not be ac- 
corded any other prisoner of a similar 
reputation in the community. My daily 
routine is almost exactly like that of 
the 22 other prisoners who occupy the 
same row of cells on the tier with me.” 

The coming of Mrs. Thaw is the one 
bright spot in. each day’s routine. No 
sooner has she gone that I begin to 
look forward to the morrow. Particu- 
larly long is the time when a holiday 
or a Sunday comes’ between her visits. 
Monday always brings her from ten to 
twenty minutes ahead of the reyvular 
visiting hour. She understands what it 
means to wait. 

The hour and a half which is al- 
lowed Mrs. Thaw to remain on mv tler 
and talk to. me through the iron- 
nurred gates is respected by all my 
neighbors. Sometimes visitors to other 
prisoners on the tier permit their own 
grief to be overcome for the time beiny 
to watch us. The keepers are stern 
about this, however, and keep the cur - 
ous away from No, 22]—that is the 
number of my ce'l—when my wife is 
there. 

I am sure Mrs. Thaw has won the 
deep respect of all of these men. She 
is so unassuming that they could not 
help but admire her and sympathize 
with her position. 

With the departure of my wife or 
other members of my family at the 2nd 
of the visiting hour the humdrum of 
the daily routine sets in, the reading 
of newspapers and letters. 

Usually nowadays Mrs. Thaw sends 
my luncheon to me from the outside, 
and not infrequently it is something 
which has been prepared under her per- 
sonal direction. She levingly plans 
many surprises of this kind. 

Dinner is served, without any cere- 
mony, of course, sharply at 6 o’clock. I 
partake sparingly of this meal, acting 
under the advice of Dr. Frank McGuire, 
the Tombs physician. The food is sent 
to me from a restaurant uptown where 
I used to like to go. 

His Chef Is Ingenious, 

The chef who prepares the meai must 
be ingenious indeed. He’ must devise 
only those dishes which may be eaten 
with a spoon or the fingers, for ‘the 
prisoners on my tier are not permiited 
to use either knives or forks. What I 
fail to eat seldom goes to waste, for 
there are neighbors less fortunately sit- 
uated (financially, of course) than I 
am. 

The evening hours until the lights are 
lowered I spend in reading. Generally 
I am compelled to select books with 
large type, for the light in the cells at 
this time of the day is none too strong. 
At present I am enjoying Prof. James’ 
translation ef Euripides. 

Sunday Is Not Irksome. 

To most prisoners Sunday is not par- 
ticularly irksome, except for the omis- 
sion of visits of relatives and friends. 
All prisoners are at liberty to avail 
themselves of one of the half-dozen re- 
ligious services held by as many differ- 
ent kinds of clergymen during the course 
of the forenoon. But even in these 
services the fact was forced upon me 
that I was a ‘“‘noted’’ prisoner. 

No matter how inconspicuous I tried 
to ‘make myself on such occasions I 
could net help feeling conscious, from 
the craning of necks and the hardly in- 
audible comments, that the vast major- 
ity of those present were there more for 
the purpose of getting a close view at 
me, than to listen to the preacher who 
might happen to be leading the service. 

I proved this to my own dissatisfac- 
tion many times. So in the end I! gave 
it up and would have continued to; keep 
to my cell and my books but for the:re- 
peated urging of the chaplains in 
charge, both of whom are my warm 
friends. In deference to them I have 
come forth to stand the glare and vul- 
gar scrutiny of the prison horde. 

In the beginning of my incarceration 
in the Tombs, I was made to feel keen- 
ly that I was a “noted” prisoner even 
among my neighbors on my tier. Late- 
ly, I have escaped. At first no sooner 
was & man committed to ‘‘Murderers’ 
Row”—that’s the name of the -tier— 
(han the question came from him: 

“Where is Harry Thaw?” To escape 
from the stupid gaze of such as these 
I was forced to keep as much as pos- 
sible to my own cell, but today 1 can 
laugh good humoredly over the first real 
acquaintance I made on the tler. 

Prizefighter in Cell. 

Among the “guerillas” arrested or 
“slonghed up in hock’’ as the crooks 
would say, for the murder of Michael 
Harrington: in Paul Kelly's saloon on 
the night of Nov. 27, 1906, was “Jimmy” 
Kelly. “Jimmy” 1s an ex-lightweight

It did not take many days for Kel- 
ly’s interest to turn to a sort of pity. 
He imagined that I was in a much 
worse plight than he because I ‘had 
already faced a jury which had failed 
to “turn me pp" as he would put. it. 
One stifling noon, I sauntered to the 
Franklin street end of the tier-and 
was looking down into Deuter Tetee 
through the slanting windows of the 
Jail. <A familiar slap on the back 
startled me. It was “Jimmy” Kelly. 

“Hello Herry, ola sport, what's 
worrin’ you.” he said, and then be- 
fore I could get my breath he went 
on: 

“Howju like t’ be down there with 
the mob histin’ in ice cold goblets 0’ 
beer, eh Harry?” 

As s00n as I got my wind and my 
balance, I got upon my dignity. 

“Mr. Kelly,” 1 said, “please don’t cali

ily and real intimate friends call me 
‘Harry.’ I am Mr. Thaw, kindly, Mr. 
Kelly.” 

I will admit I was out of sorts. 
“Oh, that’s all right, Harry, old sport, 
said Jimmy as he turned on his heel. 
“I don’t call nobody I like ‘Mr., an 
I like you, old sport. You're all right, 
and if you'll take advice I'll. get you 
out o’ this place if I have t’ get a 
balloon.’

“Jimmy's” Tribute. 

For days after that Jimmy continued 
to address me as Harry, unti' he final- 
ly saw that the familiarity was un- 
pleasant and then he stopped. But in 
the end he made the amende royal. In 
the course of a few weeks a Coroner's 
jury exonerated “Jimmy’’ of complicity 
in the Harrington murder and he was 
released under $10,000 bail. .On the day 
before Thanksgiving last year he visited 
the Tombs and came up to the tier to 
see several of his ‘“‘pals.’”’ After he 
“staked” them with the price of a 
Thanksgiving dinner he wandered 
around to my cell. I was blue and I 
must have looked it. 

‘Jimmy’ came up to the grated door 
of my gate and loked in sympathetical- 
ly, and, like the little man that he is, 
he spoke to me. , 

“Mr. Thaw,”. he said, “I’m awfully 
sorry they didn’t let you out on bail as 
they did me. Tell ’em I’ve got friends 
that’ll go on your bond in any sum if I 
say so, and I will for you, by God. I'd 
bail you myself if I could have my way 
about it.’’ 

I thanked him best I could. I 
think there were tears in my eyes. 

“I thank you very much,” I think I 
said as he turned away, but I’m sure I 
said, ‘Mr. Kelly, I don’t mind now if 
you call me ‘Harry.’ ” 

This story has come back to me. Kel- 
ly tells it and I am informed always 
finishes it with: 

“If he shot that swell architeck guy 
what had the lookin’ glasses an’ velvet 
swings in his bedroom, why he had a 
reason for the gun play. That goes, 
too, and take it from me.”

“Trilby’’ may, be considered in this 
class. Hypotism was a feature of this 
play but Mr. Thomas calls attention 
to the fact that a willing subject was 
hypnotized in “Trilby'’’ while in ‘The 
Witching Hour,” the hypnotic power 
igs applied to unwilling subjects, just 
as the telepathic communications are 
directed towards persons ignorant of 
the source of their impressions. 

Weird Power As Cliimaxes. 

The occult features are not merely in- 
cidental in “The Witching Hour.’’ They 
permeate\ the play. The climaxes are 
built around and about them. The Inci- 
dents which illustrate them are unique, 
often astonishing. Mr. .Thomas is 
pleased with the comment of a New 
York critic, who said: 

“This is the sort of play that it is 
the duty of every critic to uphold in 
chese times of dramatic ‘pap’ and 
cootlighted breakfast foods. Any 
chronicler who succumbs to the easy 
temptation of ‘guying’ these extraor- 
dinary incidents should be taken out 
and shot.” 

As this critic intimates, it would be 
che easiest thing in the world for per- 
sons Who do not belicve in telepathic 
communication or involuntary hypnot- 
ism to scoff at the characteristic situa- 
tions in the St. Louisan’s newest play. 

An idea of what these situations are 
may be gleaned ‘rom these sampies. As 
the district attorney holds a derringer 
against the stomach of the gambler, the 
iatter hypnotizes him and by mere men- 
ial exertion prevents the district attor- 
ney from pur ailing the trigger. 

Fixing” the Jury. 

The gambler wants to free a youth on 
trial for murder. He tells the newspa- 
pers a story showing animus on the 
mind of the district attorney. Everybody 
in Louisville reads it. Their feeling of 
hostility te she prosecution is trans- 
mitted telepathically to the mnds of the 
jury, and they acquit the prisoner. 

Mr. Thomasfays he uses three acts to 
iNustrate his theory of the dynamic 
force of the human mind, and the last 
act to illustrate a correlative theory 
Uiat the human mind is responsible for 
the result of its thoughts. 

He illustrates this in this way: The 
district attorney is being hunted. after 
the acquittal of the prisoner, on the 





newspaper charge that he aided in the 
assassination of the Governor of Ken- 
tucky. The gambler remembers that he 
once thought of a plan to assassinate 
the Governor. Believing that, therefcre, 
he was to a certain extent respons'ble 
for the district attorney's plight, he aids 
him to fly to a neighboring State. 


RENCHMEN FAVOT 
AT PENALTY 


President Fallieres’ Humane Treat- 
ment of Criminals Is Con- 
demned by Paper Vote.

PARIS, Nov. 30. — President Fal- 
lieres is displeased with the outcome 
of the referendum taken by a lead- 
ing Parisian daily paper, La Matin, 
concerning the death penalty. The 
paper put the question to its read- 
ers: “Are you in favor of the death 
penalty?” The question was to be 
answered with “Yes” or “No.” 

Readers of the paper to the number 
of 1,412,347 answered. Of these 1,0838,- 
655 aré in favor of capital punish- 
ment and 328,692 are for its aboli- 
tion. 

It to be remarked that in a 
symposium among prominent men 
and women made by the same paper 
a short time ago the majority c consid- 
ered the death penalty a barbarian 
institution which, they said, was a 
Slot on civilization in general and on 
rench culture in. particular. 

it is believed the opinion of the 

majority in the last referendum will 
be used against Fallieres in his cam- 
paign against capital punishment. He 
has pardoned or commuted nearly 
every death sentence announced since 
he became President. It Is charged 
that the commutation of the death 
penalty of Solleiland, the assassin of 
a” young girl. was equal to a political 


suicide, as the women of the nation 
yresident Fallieres’ action 


outrageous.

BERLIN, Nov. 30.—Prof. Hennig, 
one of the most brilliant of the Ger- 
man geologists, makes some terrifying 
predictions for the American continent, 
where, owing to its being denuded of for- 
ests, he maintains, the earth is rapid- 
ly drying up. He draws his conclusions 
not only from such pnenomenn as the 
receding of the glacters, but from care- 
fully conducted experiments on springs 
and rivers in various parts of the world. 
Henn‘g says: 

“Ta nearly every country o? Europe 
the suppiy of spring water and generally 
cf subterra.ean moisture is rapidiy de- 
creasing. Our grandchildren will begin 
to feel the want of spring wacer in 
many places Where now there {s an 
abundant supply. One of the main rea- 
sons why hitherto the earth has retained 
its moisture bas been that extensive 
forests covered its surface. But every 
y%ar sows 3 startling diminution of for- 
rest area and hardly anything is being 
done for reafforestation.

Prohibition Rule Ushered in by 
Big Liquor Ship- 
ments. 








Though Herrin, a mining town in 
Williamson County, 90 miles southéast 
of St. Louis, has closed its saloons, it 
will not be afflicted with drought for 
several weeks to come. This is due to 
the foresight of its citizens who, just 
before the anti-saloon act became ef- 
fective, bought more liquor than was 
ever. in the town before in its history, 
and stored it away in their cellars, and 
even in their barns, wash houses and 
coal sheds. 

During last week 14 carloads of beer 
were received and sold by the keg and 
case to customers. Hundreds of private 
jugs were filled with bourbon and bot- 
tled goods also were disposed of. 

Drink Just Like Camels. 

Thousands of dollars were spent over 
the bars of the town’s 22 saloons Friday, 
on which day at midnight they were 
closed, the prohibitionists hope, forever. 
Each drinking citizen, as if not putting 
full faith in his coal bins, well stocked 
with liquors, tried to accumulate tn his 
person as much liquor as possible, just 
as a camel drinks gallons of water be- 
fore entering the desert. 

Shortly before midnight Friday the 
passing of the saloons was celebrated 
impressively in front of the Rome Club 
saloon by. a large throng of foreigners. 
Standing bareheaded under an arc light, 
each holding fondly an. uncorked bottle 
of beer, they sang a drinking song, and, 
with solemn melancholy, drank to each 
other’s health. 

Police Are Discharged. 

The Inability of the dramshop keepers 
to renew their licenses already has 
caused distress in the municipal finances 
of Herrin and its neighboring towns 
Marion and Johnson City. The revenue 
from liquor licenses has yielded about 
$42,000 annually to the county. In Car- 
bondale, near Herrin, but in Jackson 
County, the loss from prohibition has 
become So acute that the Mayor has dis- 
charged the Police Department, install- 
ing in its place a single marshal. He 
also has notified the electric light and 
water company that the city would not 
pay for water or are lights after Dec. 3.

They were intended for use as 
field specimens for analysis and discus- 
sion by the class, mere suggestions to 
start the ball rolling. 

“TI informed the students,” says Prof. 
Russeil, “that the whole subject of love 
and ceurtship was cpen to them. I 
wanted to get. their ideas on the great 
theme’ in its entirety. Their ideas were 
to be embedied in essays, which will be 
handed in next week. 

“Tor instance, the essays will treat the 
subject under the general headings: 

“Symptoms of an Incipient case of 
love. How it feels when love first 
starts. Progressive stages which the 
subject undergoes. 

‘How to tell when the grand passion 
has reached full development, warrant- 
ing the subject in announcing it to the 
object of his affections. 


How to “Pop the Question,” 
‘Flow that declaration should be made. 


Some chaste forms of expression. 
Phrases and words to be avoided. i. e,— 
how to follow certain well-defined rules 
of erotic rhetoric without resorting to 
figures of speech that are hackneyed 
and belong in the bromide class, 

“This is an outline of the matters 
upon which I want the students to ex- 
press themselves. I want to arouse 
a deep interest ‘1 the cubject. I want 
to stir up enthusiasm. I want to have 
the students exert all their powers of 
induction. Love and courtship are a 
tremendous subject—are things of vital 
importance, about which the young peo- 
ple should have ..uje best information 
available.”’ 

Prof. Russell says the young men are 
proving rather shy. But that is re- 
garded by authorities on courtship and 
love as quite natural and as corrobora- 
tive evidence of necd for instruction. If 
they were well-informed, skillful woo- 
ers, say experts, this shyness would not 
exist. 

The historical fact is pointed out that 
most of the world’s greatest orators 
made failures when they first faced an 
audience and endeavored to uncork a 
line of adolescent eloquence. Also many 
great actors have quivered with stage 
fright the first time they ever stood be- 
fore the footlights. Some pin-headed 
Roman remarked that the youthful Cae- 
sar never would make a soldier and a 
modern old fogy declared that the boy, 
Marshall Field, never would make a 
business man. 

So the diffidence of t Greenfield 
youths is not regarded serfously.

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WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Senator Al- 
drich, as chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Finance, was at the Capitol 
today and spent most of the day in 
conference with Republican leaders on 
financial legislation. The p:incipa! con- 
sultation was participated ir by Sena- 
tors Allison and Hale. 

It is known thut more or less cffort 
has feen made to reach an agreement 
not omty on the character of the legis- 
lation to be undertaken, but on the 
method of obtaip.ag its enactment. It 
may be stated In a general way that 
the tendency among ‘Republican leaders 
in both houses is toward a plan for the 
enlargement of the circulation of the na- 
tional banks. 

It is also fclt that there may be much 
antipathy among Democrats, to any ir- 
crease of the privileges of the national! 
banks. 

The intention at present is to have the 
bill originate in the Senate and it fs 
probable that when formulated it Will be 
introduced by Senator Aldrich.

JEFFERSON CITY, 
though petitions calling upon Gov. 
Folk to convene the Legislature in 
extra session to submit a constitu- 
tional amendment for prohibition are 
in circulation in many parts of the 
State, it is said with authority that 
there will be no such session. 

The State Constitution provides that 
“on extraordinary occasions” the Gov- 
ernor may convene the Legislature 


It is known that the Governor does 
not consider the question of prohibi- 
tion of such extraordinary importance 
as to come under this constitutional 
provision, 

He said today that in his opinion 
the Constitution did not intend that 
the Legislature should be convened in 
extra session for the purpose of sub- 
mitting constitutional amendments, 
but that it is called into session at 
such times as legislation of immedi- 
ate importance is necessary. 

Doubts Legality of Action, 

He doubts greatly, he said, that 
even if in extra session, the Legisla- 
ture, legally could consider a con- 
stitutional amendment. Another reas- 
on. which many politicians think 
would be considered by the Governor 
to render such a call useless, even if 
the constitutional reasons did not ap- 
pear, is that the men who would: be 
called into session would be the same 
members who were here during the 
last regular and extra sessions. At 
that time the Governor recommended 
and endeavored to have passed a bill 
for a State Excise Commissioner. 

The bill failed to pass. While it 
ought to regulate closely the saloors, 
it lacked a great deal of being pro- 
hibition measure. 

Useless to Call Assembly. 

Politicians say that if such a meas- 
ure. failed of passage the prohibition 
amendment could not possibly pass 
and: that it would be useless to call 
the Legislature into session for that 
purpose, 

The expense of an extra session 
would be more than $50,000. The one 
held last April cost the State about 
$75,000

: The Dreadful Calamity 
Which Follows Over- 
Loading the Mind—How 
Frederick M. Crunden 
Broke Down After Car- 
rying the St. Louis Public 
Library “in His Head” for 
30 Years—The Seething 
Volcano of Words Which 
Drove Out Richard Mans- 
fields Reason and Killed 
Him — Recent Cases of 
Public Men Who Have 
Suffered From Too Much 
Worry and Mental Strain 
—How Roosevelt Keeps 
Strong. 


O ALL men who overwork the brain there 
T comes the danger of “brain-clog,’” of a 

nervous breakdown. That is what hap- 
pened to Frederick M. Crunden, Librarian of the 
Publie Library of St. Louis. For 30 years he 
overloaded his brain every day, giving it no 
chance to rest and recuperate. In his case the 
breakdown was inevitable. It had been fcre- 
told, but he would not heed the warning. 

The human brain is a wonderful machine, so 
mysterious in its workings that even we, of this 
advanced age, know little more about it than did 
the ancients. It has been likened to a sponge, 
soaking up knowledge as a sponge does water. 
But even a sponge may get so full that it will 
not hold another drop. 

The brain has been likened also to a bookcase in 
which are stored pamphlets upon many subjects. 
most of them forgotten until the librarian is, 
called upon for them. A bookcase will hold just 
80 many books and no more. In the same way 
a brain will hold a certain amount of facts and 
no more. 

The brain can be overworked, just as a horse 
cah be overdriyen, to the limit of endurance, and 
then the collapse comes. 

Thirty years ago, even twenty and fifteen years 
ago,.a man with the enormous brain capacity 
of Mr. Crunden might have carried in his head 
some knowledge, more or less, of practically all 
the books in the Public Library, because the 
humber of books was’ much smaller than now. 

And Mr. Crunden actually did that. His pow- 
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ers in that way were truly wonderful. In those 
days each volume added to the Library was first 
laid upon his desk and he scanned it sufficiently 
to get at least a superficial knowledge of its 
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contents. And it was said of him that he could 
tell you the nature and scope of every one of 
the thousands of books upon the shelves. As late 
as ten years ago he had almost as complete a 
knowledge as that of the books in the Library. 

The assistant librarians tell a story that illus- 
trates the remarkable retentive powers of Mr. 
Crunden’s mind. A business man who had called 
at the Library for information asked him about 
the nature of a certain book.

Richard Mansfield’s death was due to “brain- 
fag.” The great actor had prodded and driven his 
brain, giving no heed to its warnings, until it 
was utterly worn out, and then came the nervous 
breakdown which resulted in his death. The 
tasks of memory which Mansfield gave his brain 
to do were enormous. He carried at all times in 
his mind every word and line of the following 
plays:

3509 words; “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde,” 3000 words 
“Henry V,’ 4000 words; “Ivan the Terrible,” 4300 
words; “‘Parisian Romance,’ 3700 words; “Beaii 
Brummel,” 5000 words; “Cyrano de Bergerac,” 
7500 words; “Don Carlos,” 4800 words; “Peer 
Gynt,” 6800 words: And besides these he had 
memorized and was ready to play at any time, 
without rehearsal, “The Merchant of Venice,” 
“Richard III” and “Julius Caesar.” Not content 
with that burden put upon his brain, he kept 
overloading it each season with other plays. 

It is no wonder that his brain became like a 
sizzling volcano, and that at last it burst the 
bounds of reason and exploded in jabbering in- 
sanity. 


How Root Became Unstrung. 


It was overwork and worrry that broke down 
Brigadier-General J. Franklin Bell, Chief of Staff, 
U. S&S A., whose name heads the army list. He 
was taken to Muldoon’s farm, White Plains, N. J., 
and occupied the same room that was vacated 
shortly before by Elihu Root, Secretary of State. 

Gen. Bel arrived at the farm he was 
scaycely able to stand, as a resnit of unstrung 
nefves ana physical weakness. His hands trem- 
bied so that he was practically helpless, while 
his haggard face told a story of utter breakdown. 
The General is not yet. wholly recovered, but will 
recover completely. 

The complete collapse of Elihu Root, Secretary 
of State, is yet fresh in the public mind.

ERRY old King Leopold of Belgium is 
again a father—at the age of 72. 

The mother of his baby boy is 28 years 
old. The morning his son was born he made the 
mother a present of a million dollars in gold. It 
is reported, too, that he has married her, and 
that she is in reality the Queen of the Belgians, 
and that the son born to her two years ago is 
the legitimate heir to the Belgian throne. 

The birth of this child, and the rumor that 
the old King had married the mother has caused 
‘he Kingdom of Belgium to fairly quiver with 
scandal, unrest and threats. The love affairs 
of the King have kept the country in a ferment 
for years. More than once his throne has tot- 
tered before uprisings of the people. And/now 
the belief that King Leopold intends to shove 
aside the good Prince Albert and his beloved 
wife, Princess Elizabeth, heirs apparent to the 
throne, and to make the child of a barmaid the 
futute King, has brought a storm of protest and 
indignation. If-the Belgians learn for a cer- 
tainty that their King has married her, there 
is little doubt that public sentiment would force 
his abdication and the enthronement of Prince 
Albert and his wife as King and Queen. That is 
why King Leopold is keeping the fact of the mar- 
riage secret, ‘f he has married her. , She lives as 
a Queen would, in the magnificent Chateau de 
mes y, near Paris. This chateau is the prop- 
erty of the American widow of the wealthy 
Frepch sugar refiner, Henri Say. 

The joyous old King intended that the birth of 
this son should be kept a secret, but an acci- 
dent cause? by the royal automobile brought it 
to Ught.

an known as the ‘“‘Queen of the Congo,” who lived 
in a magnificent house that was one of the show 
places of Brussels. The King married her to an 
officer of his army and installed the pretty bar- 
maid in her place. But .he wished to have her 
nearer to him than that and so he installed her 
in a beautiful chateau just across the road from 
his own palace in Lacken, near Brusse!s, and he 
built a bridge high up over the road, connecting 
his own palace with the chateau of Miss Dela- 
croix. This bridge, built of iron lattice work, 
was always decorated with flowers. 
' One of the Lacken place servants, curious to 
know whether the King went to Delacroix or 
whether Delacroix went to the King, smeared a 
door and the nearby. wall in this bridge. with 
black paint. The next morning the Madame’s 
gloves and dress had big spots of black paint 
upon them. Leopold was furiously angry. An 
inquiry brought no results and he commanded 
that every servant in the household should be 
whipped. 

Once while Madame Delacroix was strelling in 
the palace grounds she was met by the Princess 
Clementine, the young unmarried daughter of 
the King. ° The Princess, suspecting who she was, 
ordered her to leave the grounds. The Madame 
sneered at her and said: 

“I have just as much right here as you.” 

A quarrel followed, in the midst of which the 
King came up, and he ordered his daughter to go 
to her rooms and be quiet. 

Five years. ago Queen Henrietta, wife of Leo- 
pold, died of a broken heart, caused by her hus- 
band’s escapades. Then the King installed 
Madame Delacroix in her apartments and gave 
her the title of Baroness. Thereafter she styled 
herself Baroness Vaughan, but to the populace of 
Belgium she was known, and is yet known, as 
the “Queen of the Congo.” 

A son was born to them while she was at the 
Riviera in the winter of 1905. She then lived in 
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Crown Prince Albert, Who May Lose His 
Throne Through the King’s Love Affair.

The Baroness is described as of rather over 
middle height, with a beautiful natural complex- 
ion and skin and a wealth of wonderful ches‘- 
nut hair. She is plump but craceful. Her prin- 
cipal charm lies in her smile and expression, 
which has all the innocent candor of a child. 
Her eyes are clear and modest looking. In char- 
acter she is haughty, sharp, irritable and fan- 
tastic. Her choice of words is small, for she Ais 
no education to speak of. King Leopold is very 
much in love with her and spends the greater 
part of his time in her company. He denies 
that she ig his wife, but it is declared in the 
highest Belgian court circles that he married her 
just before their first baby was born, and that the 
ceremony was performed by the court chaplain, 
aeting under authority of the Cardinal Archbish- 
op of Mechlin. 

King Leopold is the most licentious and disso- 
lute ruler in the world, and at the same time 
he is one of the ablest business men and an art 
patron. He is the richest man in all the world, 
his wealth amounting to several times that of 
John D. Reckefeller, the American Oil King. 
Leopold is the Rubber King. He owns vast terri- 
tory and rubber interests in the Congo district of 
Africa. The world has only recently been horri- 
fied by revelations of how natives were enslaved, 
tortured and mutilated to force them to work for 
Leopold’s rubber agents. 

He Is the Worst Rake in Europe. 

Leopold is known as the “Merry Monarch of 
Europe.” He is the worst rake on that conti- 
nent. For years he has wallowed in the pig 
trough of depravity. He was so bad that even the 
Prince of Wales, now King Edward VII, would 
have nothing to do with him, and Queen Victoria 
hated him. He has sensuality reduced to a sci- 
ence. In former times he made frequent trips 
to London. When Editor Stead startled the 
world by his expose in the Pall Mall Gazette of 
the immoralities of London, he referred openly to 
King Leopold as one of the minotaurs. 

King Leopold took Emilene d’Alencon from 
Paris and established her in sumptuous fashion 
in Brussels. He met Clara Ward of Detroit, then 
the Princess Chimay, at a garden party in Paris 
and was smitten with her at sight. He said to 
her: 

“IT have often heard of you. 
have never met before.” 

“If it is your Majesty’s pleasure, you will see 
a great deal of me in the future.” she answered. 
And he did. She had the royal arms of Belgium 
tattooed upon her shoulder, and photographs 
showing this were sold in the shops of Paris.

earned by the assassination of her brother paid 
for magnificent dinners which she gave to society 
women of Dallas. _ 


Woman Will Not Be Shot. 

“If I had known her fingers had doled out the 
poison that killed her brother, I would have 
strangled upon the cup of tea she handed me; 
and if I had known that the money procured by 
that murder had paid for the dinner I ate at her 
table, it would have choked me.”’ said a society 
matron of Dallas, when she learned who her en- 
tertainers were.

In 1901 the four of them had to flee from Roches- 
ter because of prosecutions about to begin in 
which they were to be accused of conducting an 
iliegal divorce milkand of getting money in other 
ctiminal ways. They went to Chihuahua, where 
Hurlbert took the name of Charles T. Richardson, 
William Mitchell took the name of Willis Mere- 
dith and Harry Mitchell kept his right name. 

Huriburt became the agent for the New York 
Life Insurance Co. The first policy he wrote was 
for $15,000 on the life of Harry Mitchell, his

Proofs of this 
death, as causéd by dysentery, were furnished by 
Dr." Harle, and the $10,000 in gold was paid to 
William Mitchell, alias Meredith. 
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‘‘Died in the Home of His Sister and Brother :in-Law, Poisoned by Strychnine.”’ 


With this $25,000 in gold Hurlbert and his wife 
and Mitchell left Chihuahua and went to live in 
Dallas, Tex., leaving Dr. Harle behind. He was 
to have received a share of the blood money for 
his part in the conspiracy to murder and for the 
false certificates of death he had made out, -but 
he was not given even a dollar. 

In Dallas the Hurlberts lived in the finest style, 
ir a richly furnished. house, with a stable, an auto- 
mobile, a negro coachman and a chauffeur. Hurl- 
bert wrote the New York Life Insurance Co. that 
he had grown tired of Mexico and therefore had 
moved to Dallas, and he asxed to be appointed 
agent there. 

By this time the company had become suspi- 
cious that something was wrong. The fact that 
Hurlbert had written both the Mitchell and De- 
vers pelicies, that they were about the only poli- 
cies he had written, that both men had died so 
soon after they were insured and so neaily to- 
gether, looked bad, and W. J. Gray, a detective 
for the company; was sent to Dallas. In the mean- 
time, to keep Hurlbert from being suspicious, the 
company appointed him its agent in Dallas. 


Detective Gray Begins His Work. 


tray, the detective, opened a land office in 


.Dallas and soon became acquainted with Hurl- 


bert and his charming wife. They became friends, 
and one day Gray hinted to Hurlbert that he had 
2 scheme by which they could both make a lot 
of money. Hurlbert declared that he was in 
for anything of that kind and Gray unfolded his 
plan. He said he had a brother-in-law, John 
Evans, who lived in St. Louis, and who was in 
the last stages of consumption. 

“Let’s bring him down here and insure him; 
he will die in a little while and we’ll divide the 
money,’ suggested Gray, and Hurlbert consented. 

Evans, who was another detective for the in- 
surance company, but who really was dying of 
consumption, was sent for, and Hurlbert insured 
him for $50,000. Evans was so sick at the time 
that he had to be propped up in bed to sign his 
application for a policy. Two doctors were bribed 
to sign the physical examination papers and then 
Evans was shipped back to St. Louis and died a 
year later. This scheme was worked by Gray 
to get into the confidence of Hurlbert, and it 
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succeeded. Hurlbert told him it was no trouble 
to “beat” the insurance companies. 

Gray was astounded one day to learn that 
Hurlbert and his brother-in-law had planned to 
insure him and murder him. Hurlbert came to 
him and told him that down in Mexico lived 
Marshall D. Sanguinetto, who was dying of con- 
sumption. 

“You impersonate Sanguinetto,” said Hurlbert 
to Gray. “I will insure your life for $100,000. I 
have a friend named Mason who will pose as 
your son and you will make him your beneficiary 
under the policy. I have used Mason before in a 
deal in which we pulled off $10,000. After you 
are safely insured, Mason will slip down to Mex- 
ico and finish the real Sanguinetto and collect 
the $100,000 insurance and then we will divide.’’ 


Bodies of Victims Were Dug Up. 

Gray knew, of course, that there was no San- 
guinetto, and that Mason was William Mitchell, 
brother-in-law of Hurlbert, and that they intend- 
ed to insure him and then murder him as they 
had Harry Mitchell and Devers. But he pretend- 
ed to fall into the scheme. He sent for another 
detective, Harry Bottome, to watch and see that 
Hurlbert and Mitchell did not make away with 
him too soon, and then the policy was issued. 
Detective Bottome overheard Hurlbert and/Mitch- 
ell talking together and Hurlbert remarked: 

‘“‘We won’t do a thing to Gray’ when we get 
him over the border.” 

The detectives then caused the arrest of Hurl- 
bert, Mitchell and Dr. Harle. The bodies of 
Harry Mitchell and_Devers were dug up and the 
poisons found in their stomachs.

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How Dozens of Ever-Watchful F elines Guard Thousands of Dollars’ Worth of Property in St. Louis Factories 
and Wholesale Houses---They Save Fortunes From Loss by Rats---Any Good “Mouser” Can Get on the “Force” — 
Dogs Not Wanted, Traps Fail, Poison is Dangerous, and Men Sleep, but the Sleek “Coppers” Work 24 Hours 


LEEK, light-footed, dumb guards protect 

S hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of 

pte on Second street, St. Louis. Night 

and year in and year out, they remain on 
duty, nit bee and faithful. 

These dumb but still intelligent guards that 
hold at their mercy so much valuable property 
are cats. They are the queerest guards in St. 
Louis. 

Dozens of wholesale grocer, fruit, seed, liquor 
and cork companies on Second street have no 
other watchmen than the four-footed felines. 
They need no other watchmen, the duty is done 
fo well by the cats. 

. Second street is filled with large, and somewhat 
old, wholesale houses; most of them are wholesale 
groceries, interspersed with a number of grain, 
cork, seed, liquor and fruit concerns. These are 
Btorehouses for the manufactories. Here goods 
are kept in stock or left to season, or prepared 
for shipping. 

The danger to the goods stored away is not 
from fire or theft or any of the commoner risks, 
but from rats and mice. These rodents are the 
bane of the storkeepers’ lives. Most of the goods 
in the houses on this Street are perishable, and 
the part not perishable is open to attack by rats 
and mice. The groceries have in safe keeping 
an immense amount of food products, such as 
breakfast food, rice, yeast, dried apples, peanuts 
and the like. 

Nearly all these products are now packed in 
paper boxes, where formerly wooden boxes were 
used. A rat or a mousé can readily gnaw its 
way through a paper casing, with the result that 
a whole package of food products is spoiled. The 
damage that one rat can cause in one night is 
amazing; the Second street merchants say that 
it seems as if a rat prides itself on the number of 
boxes it can devastate in one night. 

Scarcely a dealer on Second street but has his 
cats. Cats are a part of the equipment of the 
office. When a merchant’s supply of cats runs 
short he begins to worry as much as if a financial 
flurry Was on. 

“The number of cats used by a firm as guards 
varies. It depends on what the firm handles. A 
liquor firm, where there is very little that the rats 
can destroy, can get along with as few as two 
cats. But in the case of a grocery firm, or a 
food-products firm, as many as thirty cats are 
required. 


The Cat System Is Scientific. 


‘Keeping cats is made a science by the Second 
street merchants. They have it figured out to 
a nicety. They do not herd a lot of cats in the 
store at random and expect them to rid it of rats 
and mice. They have a number on hand all the 
time; not more than one or two new cats are 
brought in at once. And then the experienced fe- 
lines proceed to break in the late arrivals. It 
is held by the Second street merchants that, a 
cat that does not kill is worse than no cat at all. 
It is merely a’ bad example to the rest. The cats 
are watched closely, and when it is found that one 
is not a “mouser,” that’ is, that it will not kill 
rats and mice, it is made way with. 

The queer guardians of much valuable property 
work day and night, with no idea of Sunday. They 
are ever on the alert, and will stop any time and 
anywhere to make way witn a rat or mouse. They 
never go on a strike and are always faithful in 
every respect. 

Special provision is made for the cats that they 
miay to a better advantage carry on their warfare 
with the uninvited guests. A pathway is left over 
all the building, that they may have access to 
all spots. Boxes are elevate’ amd moved back 
from the wall in such manner that the cat can 


give chase to any investigating rat or frisking 
mouse, 

There is no partiality as to breed of cats on Sec- 
ond street. A cat of long pedigree has no better 
chances of becoming a guard for a wholesale 
house with an easy and honorable life, than the 
humblest feline rescued from the alley. If a cat 
can do the work. no further questions are asked. 
If it can’t, sympathies are not allowed to exist. 
Great surprises are encountered by Second street 
merchants. Many of the most common and ordi- 


nary cats turn out tue best killers. cat with

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we could keep them in stock at all if 4, were not 
for the cats. Rats and mice dearly love peanuts 
It would keep a Pied Piper of Hamelin busy here 
if it were not for our working force of cats. 

“It’s a fact that the mice get into our mustard 
seed and play havoc with fit. One would say, 
judging from our experience down here, that 
about the only thing that a rat or mouse will not 
eat is Bessemer steel. I suppose that they would 
tackle that if they were right hungry, or thought 
that they were doing something spiteful.” 

D. L. Bushnell, president of the Bushnell Seed 
Co., 105 North Second street, is a great believer 
in cats as policemen. He has more than twenty 
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“It is truly surprising how much good the cats 
do us,” said the manager of the George A. Bayle 
Food Products Co., at 211 South Second street. 
._“We could not keep house if it were not for the 
cats. We have 30 here; we become uneasy if the 
mumber drops below 30. It would be impossible 
for us to handle peanuts €,we had not cats. The 
rats would take us alive.” Each vear we handle 
$50,000 worth of neanuts. I do not believe that 
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in his building, and he watches his eats as closely 
as he does the orders for shipments. 

A story is tola on Mr. Bushnell and his firm 
belief in cats. A few years zgo there was a cat 
famine. Nearly all the cats at the Bushnell 
company died or ran away. Mr. Bushnell tried 
left and right to get more. , No one on the whole 
street had any to spare; cats were at a premium. 
The pest of. rats and mice was each day becom- 
‘ng worse, and threatened to disrupt his business. 
Che company was helpless. In desperation Mr. 
Fushnell put an advertisement in the paper ask- 
ing for cats, announcing that he would pay a pre- 
mium for them. 

The word spread among the small boys of the 
city, and among the negroes. A small boy would 
hardly believe it possible that any person in his 
right mind was paying real money for a common 
cat. But there was proof of it—Bobby Jones had 
sold a common-looking cat for half a dollar. It 
was almost too good to be true. 

The second day there was a long line before 
the door of Bushnell & Co. Each boy, negro and 
white alike, held a bag in his hand, from which 
tame signs of life and queer sounds. The cat 
famine was relieved.’ Until that time Mr. Bush- 
nell had never believed that there were so many 
cats in all St. Louis. 


Nothing Is Too Good for the Rats. 

Rats and mice never know when they have 
enough. They do not confine their attentions to 
fruits and breakfast foods alone, but even at- 
tack cork. The M. Jost Cork and Bottlers’ Sup- 
ply Co., at 105 South Second street, has to keep 
cats. The company has nothing more perishable 
‘han cork, but even that has to be protected from 
‘che ravenous rodents. A mouse or rat, when 
hungry, will eat cork. Especially do they gnaw 
it when it is in bulk. 

In the same manner the liquor dealers have 
trouble with the pests. They have nothing more 
perishable than bottle stoppers, but even these 
suffer. 

There is a cat market. It fluctuates just as the 
stock market does. Sometimes there is an over 
Only the best offered are then 
chosen as guards.

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again, the poorer ones are weeded out and the 
standard is increased. 

All kinds of substitutes have been tried. All 
have failed. Traps and dogs have long ago been 
cast aside. To trap all the rats and mice that in- 
fest the wholesale houses on Second street would 
keep a large force of clerks busy. Trapping mice 
and rats, it should be pointed out, is very uncer- 
tain. A rat is a very smart creature, and it does 
not take him long to get suspicious of carefully 
prepared bait and treadways. 

It was popularly supposed that by singeing a 
rat and turning him loose among his fellows his 
very hideousness would frighten the rest away. 
But it seems on Second street that all the others 
have sympathy for him and floek in after him, 
instead of turning tail and scampering away. 

Dogs were tried, but were unsuccessful. A dog 
is very uncertain, and very awkward. He can 
kill a rat or a mouse out in the open, but when 
he is placed in a room to trap one, he is out- 
classed. A rat or a mouse can scamper between 
his feet and he would not be able to catch it. 


The merchants dare not put out poison. There 
is the grave danger of it getting mixed up with 
the food products. If a rat should eat some of 
the poison and then nibble in a breakfast food, 
the result might be fatal to the purchaser of the 
box of breakfast food, AIl poisons administered 
to rodents must be done so under careful cgndi- 
tions. It is too dangerous to take any risks by 
putting out poison in a wholesale grocery. So 
that plan is never tried. : 

It is very hard to estimate the value of a 
cat as a protector of a wholesale house where per- 
ishables are kept. They keep more diligent and 
better guard over the property than any mechan- 
ical piece or human could do. They never grow 
weary, and never go on a Strike. They are faith- 
ful and tireless. 

These cat police, though on duty, are not al- 
ways to be seen. They do not gather in groups and 
make a display of their work. Sometimes the 
clerks around the office do not see the cats for a 
day or more at a time. Some of the cats are 
wild and can not be approached readily. But 
whether or not they are seen or petted, they stay 
on guard. 

The cats are fed regularly. A cat that is on 
duty must not be fed too much so that it becomes 
lazy; and it:-must not be underfed, until it be- 
comes so hungry that it will eat the rats. A rat 
is more or less poisonous. A cat will not eat 
one unlcss it is very hungry. 


Two things are fed a cat~—milk and meat. Meat 
is for keeping up the strength and the milk acts 
as an antidote. A cat can keep in the best of con- 
dition, while catching rats and mice, on meat and 
milk. 

The cats are not scattered around miscellane- 
ously in the building. T.1ey have their campaign 
grounds laid out for them. If they were all 
bunched together, they would fight and get little 
work done. With this in 11ind, the Secund street 
merchants usually put about five cats to the floor. 
They figure that this number is enough to keep 
out the unwelcome invaders, and still not so many 
that they will become lazy. 

When kittens are born in one of the wholesale 
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houses, there is a great demand for them : iat bee 
other merchants on the street.

ACH year machinery is being in- 
vented to do the work that has 
been a hand operation aill 

down through the ages. 

An old railroad section hand who 
saw for the first time a machine at 
work laying ties and rails faster than 
a hundred men could do it, looked in 
silent wonder for a long time and 
then said: 

“There'll soon be no work left for 
men to do.” 

He was nearly right. Machines 
now do the most intricate work more 
skillfully than human fingers ever 
did. 

It was believed for a long time that 
sewing would always have to be done 
by hand, that no machine could ever 
be contrived that would sew; and for 
yea 1 Howe tramped from one cap- 
ital’st to another with the model of 
Ahe first sewing machine under his 
arm. He was thought to be crazy. 
People thought then that nothing 
short of a miracle could make a ma- 
chine that would ply the needle and 
thread. 

A PRACTICAL solar—or sun 
| —motor that really “motes” is 

now in operation in a Phila- 
phia suburb. This achievement 
comes after hundreds of vears of ex- 
periments to harness the heat en- 
orgy of the sun. 

Nearly all efforts in the past have 
been in the use of giant reflectors to 
focus the sun's rays on a given point. 
This made it necessary to keep the 
mirrors always pointed at the sun 
itself, involving intricate and ex- 
' pensive clock-work mechanism. 

This Philadelphia inventor has no 
such contrivance. His principle is 
heat absorption, which can best be 
understood by recalling the fact that 
an asphalt street, on a very warm 
summer day, will eventually become 
much hotter than the atmosphere 
itself—tn fact, hot enough to quickly 
fry an egg. The asphalt, in other 
vords, stores up and retains the sun’s 
heat in an ever-accumulating quan- 
tity and of ever-increasing degree. 

Frank Shuman of Tocany, Pa., dis- 
cards mirrors completely. He has a 
bed 18x60 feet, several feet in. depth. 
Over the top is heavy glass, with a 
second layer an inch below the first, 
used to confine the heat. Inside the 
bed are coils of pipe, all painted 
black. Black paint is used, for the 
simple reason that black absorbs 
heat. The rays from the sun go 
through the top, strike upon the black 
pipes and heat the contents. 

A heat of 240 degrees Fahrenheit has 
been registered at Philadelphia. Since 
water boils at 212 it would create 
steam easily. Inside the pipes is 
ether or water, as needed. Ether 
boils at a lower point, and is general- 
ly uged by Mr. Shuman in his ex- 
periments. With the pipes is con- 
nected an engine. The rest is all very 
simple. The circuit is opened, steam 
flows into the engine, runs the en- 
gine, and is again turned into the

vention will be the greatest of the 
age. The nearer the equator the en- 
gine is used the higher its efficiency. 
It is estimated that in the tropics a 
temperature of 300 degree Fahren- 
helt can be secured. The hot-box that 
is now driving an ‘engine at Tocany, 
if placed in the tropics, would have 
30 horsepower. 

Immediate use will most probably 
be made of this queer plant on the 
Isthmus of Panama. The heat of the 
sun is greatest here, and the ma- 
chine would work to advantage in 
every respect. It is believed that/one 
man, by using a horse, could attend 
to 50 of tuese plants at the same 


.time. Each plant would equal aboui 


forty horses; one man, then, could 
oversee the work done by 2000 horses. 
And all this would be without ex- 
pense, too, after the installation. 

Such an invention will double the 
value of Western lands. The Great 
American Desert will be no longer. 
Irrigation can be brought about at 
minimum expense. Where the sun is 
bright, as it is there, much work can 
be done. The United States Govern-

Even if the engine is simple, it has 
one puzzing point that has not been 
satisfactorily explained. The real ac- 
tion of the sun’s rays as they strike 
the blackened pipes is not perfectly 
clear. Even Mr. Shuman is at loss to 
explain this phenomenon. 

There is an objection to the solar 
engine; there has been to every one 
offered so far. The objection is a 
very serious one. A solar engine can 
be used only one-eighth of the time; 
when the sun is obscured, the effi- 
ciency of the engine is gone. A rainy 
day means idleness. 

But Shuman proposes to get rid of 
this criticism by inventing an accu- 
mulator. His theory on this has not 
yet been made public. During the 
heated portion of the day the energy 
left after the engine had done its 
work will be stored away to be used 
as the heat of the sun lessens.

The machine consists of an endless 
belt, with slots arranged in sets of 
10. As the belt slowly passes the op- 
erator, ne puts the fish in the slots, 
with the heads all pointing toward the 
machine. As fast as one set of 
slots is filled another set moves 
forward to be filled from the 
table. By the movement of a 
controlling handle the fish are 
tightly clamped into the slots and are 
carried against a set of knives which 
enter back of the gills and pass up- 
ward, almost through the fish, then 
turn downward and backward toward 
the tail, leaving the intestinal cavities 
open. 

As the fish move along they come 
in contact with “evices which thor- 
oughly scrape them out, while other 
Knives remove the fins and scales 
and clip off the heads and tails.

This long series of calamities had tended to 
greatly strengthen the belief that Prime Minister 
Giolitti has the evil eye.

Holmes, the Philadelphia murderer, was gen- 
erally credited with having the evil eye long be- 
fore his execution.
